Early on Sunday morning he left his bed, and was, as is supposed, 
in the act of closing the blind of his window, when he accidentally missed 
his footing and pitched out, a distance of twenty feet or more, striking first 
on the top of a wooden piazza, and thence rolling off upon the side-walk. 
When reached he was found to have two wounds in the head, probably re- 
sulting in injury to the brain, as he remained in an insensible state until his 
death, about an hour afterward. Mr. March was a native of Portsmouth, 
N. H., @nd about fifty years of age.-—Boston Traveller. 


Joux Witson Croxer.—The death of Mr. John Wilson Croker, which took 
place on Monday last, had it happened twenty years ago, would have been 
loss to periodical literature, but ean scarcely be considered so now. A speech 
of Mr. Croker’s in favor of the Duke of York in 1809 made his fortune as a 
public man, but after twenty years of successful parliamentary life he 
retired from polities in disgust on the passing of the Reform Bill in 1832, 
having opposed it at every stage to the utmost of his power, and, as it is 
said, made the best speech of the many delivered in Parliament against it. 
After his retirement from public life, Mr. Croker devoted himself almost en- 
tirely to literature, contributing regularly to the Quarterly Review, of which 
he was, we believe, a proprietor. His literary papers were chiefly remark- 
able for their bitter attacks upon popular authors and authoresses, especially 
the latter, Lady Morgan, Miss Burney, and Miss Martineau being the special 
objects of his wrath. His political papers, though sometimes smart, were 
striking mainly for their peculiar typographical severity. He printed de- 
nunciations against his opponents in every variety of type, thundering at 
them in sentences of italies, and paragraphs of small capitals. This forcible 
feeble style of political writing, like the politician who introduced it, and the 
party whose opinions it represented, has already had its day. Mr. Croker’s 
literary papers, many of which are interesting, and some, especially those on 
French history and literature, valuable, will no doubt be republished. He 
has also left a curious Diary, full of literary aneedote and political gossip, 
which from his various connexions and large circle of literary acquaintance, 
nust be interesting and valuable. ‘This also, we believe, will be published 
without delay.—London Leader. 


A Canadian author of note, M. Michael Biband, died at Montreal, after a 
long illness, at the age of 75. While contributing to the Aurore des Canadas, 
the Bibliothtque Canadienne, the Magasin du Bas Canada, the Observateur 
Canadien, and the Encyclopédie Canadienne, M. Bibaud was, in his intervals 
of leisure, writing verses, which have been greatly esteemed by his country- 
men, and engaging in more profound didactic and scientific studies. He 
wrote the first history of Canada in French, since the conquest ; an Arith- 
metique Elémentaire, and edited the Voyage de Franchére, besides producing 
a variety of other valuable little works. But a few months ago he was en- 
gaged, at the age of 75, in translating the reports of the Geological Commis- 
sign.

J. B. Livpincorr & Co, publish in two 8vo. volumes, with numerous illus- 
trations, ‘*Old Churches, Mini-ters and Families of Virginia,” by Bi 
Meade. The basis of this work had previously appeared in the periodi 
press, and had therein attracied so much atten'ion, and excited such interest 
as to lead to the present corrected and elaborated publication, “ Besides 
the recovery of many old vestry-books, or fragments thereof, supposed to 
have been lost, he has, either by his own researches or those of his friends, 
found interesting materials for his work in a number of the old records of the 
State, which may yet be seen, though often in a mutilated and moulderi 
condition, in the Clerks’ offices of various counties, One of these exteuds bac 
to the year 1632, and refers to acts of a still earlier date, while some ap- 
proach within a few years of the same. Other documents, of general inter- 
est to all, and of special interest to Virginians and their descendants wher- 
ever found, have been furnished from old family records and papers, never 
before used, and which must otherwise soon have perished. e author has 
also wandered, and not a little, nor in vain, amidst old churches and their 
ruins, and the graveyards around them, and the old family seats. The ac- 
counts of these, and the inscriptions taken from them, form an interesti 
contribution to Virginia history. For nothing will the descendants of the ol 
families of the State be more thankful than for the lists of vestry-men, magis- 
trates, and others, which have been gathered from the earliest records, and 
by means of which the very localities of their ancestors may be traced. Nor 
has inquiry been limited to the records of our own State and country. The 
archives of Parliament, and of Lambeth, and Fulham Palaces, have, through 
the kindness and labors of others, furnished many important, deeply interest- 
ing, and hitherto unpublished documents, belonging to the history of the 
State and Church of Virginia.” 


S. H. Gorerzer & Co. who have established a house in New York, in con- 
nection with that in Mobile, have just published in two 12mo. volumes, 
“Souvenirs of Travel,” by Madame Octavia Walton Le Vert. We extract 
from the Preface an account of the character of the work and of its author: 
“The materials of these volumes were not originally designed for publiea- 
tion. ‘They consist chiefly of the private letters, journals, and sketches of a 
distinguished American lady, during two visits to Euro Her social posi- 
tion at home, and an extensive acquaintance with the highest circles abroad, 
gave her familiar access to scenes and personages and conditions of life not 
ordinarily within the reach of the foreign traveller.

art, and social intercourse, she combined advantages calculated to make her

So fearful were the Spanish authorities that this tract of fifty-two 
pages might prove beneficial to their rival, that the greatest pains were tak- 
en to suppress it, and so successful must have been their efforts that at the 
present day only some few copies can be traced to exist. The present one

The recent death of Béranger has revived among foreigners that interest in his writ- 
ten works which has abrorbed his own countrymen during about half acentury. The 
first edition, therefore, of this attempt to render a large portion of his master pieces into 
our tongue being exhauated, it has been thought opportune to put forward another. 

To the accompanying eketch of Rérunger’s Life, published seven years ago, there is 
ecarcely a line to be added. Singing no more, and resolutely turning his face trom noto- 
riety, the old age—which, trom a very early period, he had delighted to feign—overtook 
him, not before his time. If physical malady tried him severely at the end, his mind pre- 
served its equable tone to the last. 

He died at Paris, in an humble lodging, on the 16th of July; and on the following day 
his remains were hurried into the grave at the Cemetery of Pore la Chaise. The haste 
was indecent, but was caused perhaps by State necessity. Long ago, in one of his lighter 
lyrics, the Poet had anticipated the occasion, and sung of his own tuneral. Could he hare 
foreseen that, when the event ectrally occurred, the Government which he mistrusted 
would officially eupply the chief mourners, and tue People, with whom he loved to identify 
himself, would be kept aloot by bayonets, he would have touched the eubject less play- 
fully. 
“But, after all, his death and burial will in no degree affect his fame. Frenchmen, 
lettered and unlettered, Jong ago awarded to Pierre Jewn de Béeranger a foremost place in 
their esteem ; nor doves the world of lookers-on appear to question his pre-eminence.
